Bur the Spirit of the Nation beating very high upon 
the Difcovery of Dangerfield’s Plot un the Reign of 
King Charles II. and it being generally apprehended, 
that che Court was refolved to deflroy the Defenders of 
our Liberties, per fas aut nefus, our Anceftors itruggled 
hard to wreft this noble Privilege out of the Hands of 
the Court, and adapt it to the original Ends of its 
Inititution. 

Upon this(1681) the Citizens of London chole Mr. 
Bethell and Alderman Corni/h, two of the molt emi- 
nent Tradefmen in the City, and zealous Proteflants, to 
be then Sheriffs for the enfuing Year; and they returned 
a Grand Jury of the moft confiderable Men in the 
City, by which Means the Defigns of the Court were 
fruftrated for that Time. 

Bur the next Year the Court did, in Faét, nominate 
the Sheriffs themfelves, for they would not fuffer an 
Eleéiion ; the Confequence of which was, that the 
Lives and Fortunes of the Subjeéts were abfolutely at 
the King’s Mercy. 

I fhall not enumerate the Profecutions which followed 
againft all who had fignalized themfelves in the De- 
fence of the Proteftant Caufe ; but refer the Reader to 
the State Trials, and the Hiftorians of thofe Times, for 
his Satisfaction therein. 

But the Court did not fit down contented with this 
notorious Infringement of our Rights ; but refolved to 
lay the Ax to the Root of the Tree, and accordingly 
iflued out a Quo Warrante, obtained Judgment thereon, 

and feized u the City’s Charter, which was foon 
after followed t by the Surrender or Seizure of moft of 
the other Charters in the Kingdom. 

Now the reft of the A&s of King Cherie: If. how 
he taifed the Frexch Greamefs; made War upon the 
States of Holland; broke the martial Spirit of the £7g- 
life Nation, and deftroyed the greateft Men of his 
Times; are not they written in the Books of the 
Chronicles of the Kings of Exgland? 

Tue Revolution fet all Matters right again, and 
infpired new Life into a fainting Kingdom; and ever 
fince that happy Event, excepting the lait four Years 
of Queen Anne, we have lived in the free and uninter- 
rupted Enjoyment of our civil and religious Rights and 
Liberties. 

Since that Time, many excellent Laws have been 
made for our further Security and Preiervation. . The 
Judges are not now removeable as heretofore, at the 
Royal Pleafure ; but hold theis Commiflions, Quam- 

din fe bene géfirint; and 1 donot recollect one ingle 
Inftance of a Judge’s being laid afide fince the Revolu- 
tion, unlefs upon the Death of the Sovereign, with 
whom all Commiffions expire of courfe. 

Tue Prifoner is likewife allowed what Council he 
pleafes; and the packing of Juries is effectually pre- 
vented by the late Statutes; fo that the Prifoner hath 
now really a fairer Chance to be acquitted, than the 
Crown hath to conviét him. So greatly are the Scales 
turned in favour of Liberty ! 

Bur the grand fundamental Bleffing procured to 
thefe Nations by the Revolution, was the total Exclu- 
fion of all Papitts from the Throne, and the declaring 
the Succeflion of the Crown to be in the illuftrious 
Houfe of Hanover, who, by Proximity of Blood and 
Right of Inheritance (Romanis exclufu) afcended the 
Throne of thefe Kingdoms, upon the Demife of her 
late Majefty Queen Anne of Pious Memory. 

Tue Attempts which the Princes of the Houfe of 
Stuart, made in the laft Century, to deftroy our Re- 
ligion and Liberties, may be eafily accounted for. 
They were all of them Papifts, or Popithly inclined, 
and were animated by their Religion and their Prietts, 
to root out Herefy and re-unite their Kingdoms to the 
Apoftolick See: And it was in purfuance of this ex- 
cellent Defign, that thofe fucceflive Princes, unmindful 
of each others Fate, in vain ftruggled againft the Ge- 

nius of their Country, during their feveral Reigns, 
which were one continued Violation of their own mott 
folemn Qaths, and a bold Invafion of the facred Rights 
and Immunities of a Brave and Free-born People.

 Tuey were fupported herein by the whole 
Popifh Party, which was then very confiderable in 
each of the three Kingdoms ; and by a great Majority 
of the Clergy and Highchurch-men, who, through the 
Heats and Animofities of thofe Times, the Infancy of 
the Reformation, the ill Ufage they had received from 
the other Party, and other accidental Caufes, unwarily 
contrimuted to raife the Prerogative to fuch a Height, 
that in conclufion, their own Hands had like to have 
= ued too fait before they became fenfible of their 

wrror. 

Ir was not poflible for thofe Princes to introduce a 
Change of Religion, without deftroying theConftitution at 
the fame Time ; becaute the Church of England, or more 
properly fpeaking, the Reformation of Religion, as 
eflablifh’d in the Church, was fotwilted and interwoven 
with our Conftitution, that the one could not be pulled 
to Pieces, without burying the other in the fame com- 
mon Ruin. 

Tautum Religio potuit fuadere malorum. 

Put we have no Reafon toapprehend any Dangers 
of this Nature from a Proteftant Prince ; becaufe as he 
hath not the fame Motives to tempt him to fach an 
Undertaking, fo neither would he meet with the fame 
Support, asthe Princes I have been {peaking of, unlefs, 
after the Example of the Creft/man, we will dieam 
Dreams, and ice Vifions of fome imaginary Prince 
hereafter to arife, who fhall be fo far intoxicated with 
the delufive Charms of unbounded Prerogative and ar- 
bitrary Power, as to employ in his Councils the Enemies 
of the Revolution and the Principles of Liberty. Thefe, 
indeed, would gladly embrace {uch an Opportunity of 
rendering him odious to his People. They would 
change the Conftitution ; but then they would change 
the Prince too. From fuch an Adminiftration every 
Evil might be juftly feared, which hath been already 
felt and experienced ; and whenever fuch a Pheno~ 
menon fhall arife in our political Hemifphere, it will 
then he the proper Time for all the Friends of Liberty 
and Lovers of their Country to unite in withftanding 
fuch a Court and fuch a Minifiry, as it is now the 
indifpenfible Duty of all who with well to the Pro- 
teflant Succeflion, to their King and Country, to 
themfelves, their Friends, and their Pofterity, to dif- 
courage an Oppofition, which by the Arts of fome, 
firengthened (perhaps undefignedly) by the DefeGtion 
of others, is pointed not only at the Overthrow of the 
Adminiftration, but the Subverfion of the prefent Go- 
vernment.

The following Account of the Noble Lord deceafed, . 


and his Family, being more exact and circumftantial 
than what has been haitily publified in the other Papers, 
deterves a Place in this. 

Sunday laft arrived at Spithead, in 11 Days, from 
Lisbon, the Berwick Man of War, commanded by the 
Hon. Geo. Clinton, having on board the Corpfe of the 
toft Nobleand Puiffant Charles Lord Mordaunt, Eas] of 
Peterborough and Monmouth, Vifcount Avalon, in the 
County of Somerfet, Baron Mordaunt of Turvey, in the 
County of Bedford, Baron Mordaunt of Ryegate, in the 
County of Surry, Knight of the moft Noble Order of 
the Garter, and General of all the Marine Forces in 
Great Britain, who died of a Flux a few Days after his 
Arrival at Lisbon, where he landed about the 27th of 
September lait, and whofe Death was, on Tuefday lait, 
notified to his Majefty by Sir Charles Wager, rfuant 
to the Advice he received at the Admiralty Office, and 
to the Queen by his Lordfhip’s Niece, the Lady of 
Stephen Poyntz, Efq; Governor to his Highnefs the 
uke of Cumberland. 

His Lordthip was defcended from John Mordaunt of 
Turvey in Bedfordfhire (Commander for King Henry 
VII. at the Battle of Stoke near Newark, againtt the 


Earl of Lincoln) whofe Son was, by King Henry VIII, - 


created a Baron. 

The Grandfon of the faid Baron was, by King 
Charles [. promoted to the Dignity of Earl of Peter- 
bezoygh, and had two Sons. The cldeft fucceeded him 
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Sa the Tile, and was the Nobleman who efpoufed the 


Princefs of Modena (Aunt to his Highnefs whois now 
here) for King James If. ‘The younger, viz. John 
Lord Vifcount Avalon, married Elizabeth, Daughter 
an! fole Heir of ‘Thomas Carey, fecond Son to Robert 
Eirl of Monmouth, ana was Father to the late Noble 
L, ord. 

‘The Deceafed ferved in his Youth, during the Algier 
War, under the Admirals Torrington and Narborough, 
ivthe Mediterrancan ; and in 1680 he embarked tor 
Afvica, with the Earl of Plymouth, and diftinguifhed 
humielf at ‘Tangier. 

On the Acceffion of King James II. he was a great 
Stickler in the Houfe of Peers, againit repealing the 
Teft AG ; and difliking the Proceedings of the Court, 
he got Leave from the king to go over to Holland, 
where he accepted a Commiifion from the States Gene- 
rat, and commanded a Dutch Squadron in the Welt 
Indies. 

On his Return to Holland he was one of the firft of 
the Englith Nobility that prefled the Prince of Orange 
to undertake the Expedition into England, to d:liver 
this Nation from Popery and Slavery ; was one whom 
that Prince chiefly relied on, by whofe Advice he, in 
a great Mature, governed his Motions; and as he 
cime over in the Fleet which landed his Highnefs in 
the Weft of England, he commanded the Englifh that 
were raifed for him in thole Parts. 


Being therefore fo in{t:umental in the Revolution, he 
was, on the ‘Acceflion of King William and Queen 
Mary, of Glorious and Immortal Memory, fworn of 
the Privy Council, and made one of the Lords of the 
Bedchamber ; and in order to attend as an Earl at their 
Coronation, he was created Earl of Monmouth, on the 
gth of Apri! 1689 (he mot being Earl of Peterborough 
il] he fucceeded his Uncle in that Title in the Year 
1697) having, the Day before, been conftituted firft 
Lord Commitlioner of the Treafury, which Poft he held 
tl. 1694; and, on an Addrefs of the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen of London, to his Majefty, he was commif- 
fioned to command the Royal Regiment of Horie that 
the City had raifed for the Publick Service, of which his 
Majefty was graciou‘ly pleafed te be Colonel. 

In the Reign of Queen Anne (the Year the Duke 
of Ormond was fent to Cadiz) he was defigned for the 
Weit Indies, having the Commiffions of Captain-Ge- 
neral and Governor of Jamaica, and the Command of 
the Army and Fleet for that Expedition. 

In 170¢ he was declared General and Commander 
in Chief of the Forces fent to Spain, and joint Admiral 
of the Fleet with Sir Cloudefley Shovel, of which the 
Year following he had the fole Command, Sir Clou- 
defley remaining in the Britifh Seas. His taking Bar- 
célona at that ‘lime with a Handful of Men, and re- 
lieving it afterwards when greatly diftrefled by the 
Enemy ; his driving the Duke of Anjou and the French 
Army out of Spain, which confilted of 25,000 Men, 
tho’ his own Troops never amounted to 10,000; the 
Poffeffion he gained of Catalonia, of the Kingdoms of 
Valencia, Arragon and Majorca, with Part of Murcia 
and Caflilie, giving Opportunity to the Earl of Gal- 
way of advancing to Madrid without a Blow, are un- 


- deniable Proofs of his great Valour, Prudence and 


Conduét in military Affairs; and the Vigour with 
which he performed thofe, and feveral other Actions 
daring that War, was furprifing. 

For thefe Services he had the Thanks of the Houfe 
of Lords, and was declared General in Spain by King 
Charles IIf. (the prefent Emperor) who, when he re- 
turned hoine, gave him the higheit Teftimonials of his 
‘Behaviour. And that War being look’d upon as likely 
to be concluded, he received her Majefty’s Commiffion 
as Ambaffador Extraordinary, with Powers and Inftruc- 
tiens for treating and adjufting all Matters of State and 
‘Fraffick between the two Kingdoms. On his Return 
to’ England his Conduét was examined in Parliament; 
but, after ftrif Enquiry, no Objetions were proved to 
any Part of his Behaviour, and al) his Adtions appear'd 
{uitable to tke Dignity of his Charatter. 


In the Years 1710 and 1711, he was appointed Am- 
baffdor to Vienna, and to the Court of Turin, and 
other Italian Courts ; and on his Return to England, 
was made Captain of the Royal Regiment of Horfe 
Guards, then vacant by the Death of Richard Savage 
Earl Rivers ; and being General of the Marines, and 
Lord Lieutenant of the County of Northampton, was 
inftalled at Windfor, on the 4th of Auguit 1713, a 
Knight Companion of the Moft Noble Order of the 
Garter; foon after which he was fent Ambaflador 
Extraordinary to the King of Sicily, and to negociate 
Affairs with other Italian Princes. 

In the Reign of the late King of Glorious Memory, 
meneyey | was appointed General ofall the Marine 
Forces of Great Briain; and on the 2d of Ofober 


——_—_—_ 
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127, he was honoured with the famie Commiffion by 
his prefent Majetty. 

His Lordthip married Carey, Danghter to Sir Alex- 
ander Frazer, of an ancient Family in Scotland, and by 
her, who died on the 13th of May 1709, had two 
Sons, John’and Henry, and a Daughter, Henrietta, 
married in 1706, to Alexander Gordon Duke of Gor- 
don in Scotland, Mother to the prefent Duke, and 
three other Sons, ahd feven Daughters. 

Henry, the Deceafed’s youngeit Son, was a Mem- 
ber of the Houfe of Commons, and had the Command 
of a Company of Foot in his Uncle Lieutenant-General 
Mordaunt’s Regiment ; and having alfo been bred to 
the Sea Service, he diftinguifhed himfelf therein upon 
feveral Occafions, particularly in the Year 1707, when 
he was Commander of the Refolution Man of War 3 
and having the Earl his Father on board, bound from 
Barcelona to Genoa, with whom failed the Enterprize 
and Milford haven, they fell in with fix large French 
Men of War juft cotne out of Toulon; when the Earl, 
who had no Bufinefs to fight there, went on board the 
Ehterprize, and got fafe to Leghorn, and the Milford- 
haven alfo efcaped ; but Captain Mordaunt in the Re- 
folution, maintained a Fight with the Enemy’s Squa- 
dron, from 6 in the Morning till 3 in the Afternoon, 
with wonderful Refolution and Bravery, till feeing there 
was no Pdffibility to get clear, he run his Ship afhore, 
and burnt her, after having been wounded in the 
Thigh. The Earl his Father having procured him a 
Pafs to return home thro’ France, as foon as he was able 
to travel, this Noble Commander having {uffered much 
inthe Length of the Cure, defigned to go to Sea 

again, butdied of the Small-Pox, unmarried, the 24th 
of February 1716, as much lamented as any young 
Gentleman of his Time, he being highly efteemed for 
his Valour, Affability, Temperance, and other Virtues. 

fohn Lord Mordaunt, the elder Brother, who took 
early to Arms, was, in the Reign of Queen Anne, 
made Captain of the Grenadiers in the firft Regiment 
of Foot Guards; and at the famous Battle of Hockftet, 
received fuch a Wound in his Left Arm, that he never 
recovered the Ufe of it. He was afterwards Colonel 
of the Royal Regitnent of Scots Fuziliers, and for 
fome Years a Member of the Houfe of Commons ; but 
died, as well as his Brother, of the Small-Pox, on the 
6th of April 1710, after he was made a Brigadier- 
General, and was buried at Winchefter, leaving Iflue 
by Frances his Wife, Daughter to Charles Pawlet 
Duke of Bolton, two Sons, who are now both living, 
viz. Charles Heir apparent to his Grandfather, and 
now Earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, and the 
Hon. Captain John Mordaunt, faid to be lately married 
to the Countefs Dowager of Pembroke. 

The Deceafed had fix Brothers and four Sifters. Of 
his Brothers only four lived to Maturity, viz. (1.) Harry, 
who was Member of Parliament for Richmond in 
Yorkthire, and Treafurer of the Ordnance at his De- 
ceafe, which was on the 4th January 1719-20. (2.) 
Lewis, who, onthe roth of May 1707, was made a 
Major-General in the Army, and died on the 2d of 
February 1712-13. (3.) Ofmunnd, who was killed at 
the Battle of Boyne. (4.) George who married Ca- 
therine, fourth Daughter and Co-heir of Sir Thomas 
Spencer of Yarnton in the County of Oxford, Bart. and 
Widow of John Dormer of Afcot in the fame Couaty, 
Efq; The Sifters were (1.) Charlotte. (z.) Carey 
who died unmarried the 4th of January 1713-14. 3.) 
Sophia, married to Hamilton, Eig; of the 
Kingdom of Ireland. And (4.) Anne, married to 
James Hamilton of the faid Kingdom, by whom fhe 
was Mother of James now Lord Vifcount Limerick. 

The Right Hon. the Countefs Dowager of Peterbo- 
rough hada Joynture of 15001. per Annum, fettled on 


her fome Months before the late Earl her Confort 
went to Lisbon.
